Oser Sworn In 
As Orleans 
District Judge 

Former Assistant District 
Attorney Alvin V. Oser formally 
was sworn in today as a crimi- 
nal district court judge of Or- 
leans Parish. 

Judge Oser took his oath be- 
fore an en banc session of the 
criminal court judges in the 
courtroom of Senior Judge Ber- 
nard J. Bagert. 

In administering the oath 
Judge Bagert told Judge Oser 
that “the court needs you . . . 
,for you will lend youth and vig- 


or to the courts. 

“You were conceived, born, 
reared and have spent your life

Judge Bagert reminded the 
judge that he (Bagert) had re- 
ceived his oath of office as a 
criminal court judge from 
Judge Oser’s father, the late 
Fred W. Oser.
